In Belen del gran Para, among tha most 


ignorant of the natives, there are medicine 
men and women who frequently make very 
successful cores b; mysterious means, sav 
ing psitientB that have been pronounced in- 
curable by other physicians, and such case) 
become widely known. 
These medicine 


man my they work by order of spirits of the 
flra and spirits from the bottom of the deep; 
those who claim the help of the fire spirit* 
Me seJd to cure best Each of these peculiar 


1 doctors is supposed to be influenced by a 
tribe of unseen beings subordinate to a 
supenory who takes charge of the most 
difficult 
cases, 
and 
whose 
opinion is 


highly respected. Tbe invisible healers are 
said to be ghost* of people who belonged to 
the most ignorant classes of humanity 
—black slaves, white roughs, savage In- 
diana, cruel pirates, etc., and each answers 
to some particular name 
Besides hu flx«i 


number of assistant spaoten, in whom the 
medicine man has unbounded confidence, 
others occasionally attend, if permitted by 
the chief ghost, that the man pretends to 
hear, tee and touch when alone, and without 
which permission he dares not hold inter- 
ccurse with inferior spirits. 


The men say that they themselves know 


nothing of disease or medicmce, but that 
after a while they are not able to free them- 
selves from the authority of the invisibles who 
Impose upon them the mission of always 
curing, at least with only intervals of a few 
days, and if they do not comply, the master 
punishes them, even corporally, but, on tbe 
other band, when they work faithfully ffad 
well the master is complaisant, and takes 
particular care to cure those dear to tha 
medicine man. The more moral tha doctor, 
the more certain tbe cure, they say; for 
those who have acquired bad habits are in- 
fluenced by evil spirits that, far from bene- 
fiting, harm the patient Upon such all 
look with horror, and condemn them an 
wizard;. 


The police of Para pursue these medicine 


men and women relentlessly, 
but tbe 


lower classes of society tacitly protect 
them, and will naver point out tbe places 
where they hold their meetings. The medi- 
cine man appoints a certain day for pa- 
tients who desire t:> consult him, with their 
families, and any who have obtained per 
mission to be present, go at night-fall—ona 
or two at a time, not to attract attention— 
tp some house in an unfrequented spot, 
where they may not be surprised by tho 
police 
or annoyed by persons outside. 


About 9 o'clock .he visitors, never less than 
fifteen or tw. ty, must be gathered at tbe 
place indicate^ 
They are recommended to 


be very circumspect, to have much faith in 
all they see and hear, and to sing with each 
spirit certain ver^jS that correspond to 
them. The doors are well closed and no 
one can go out till the meeting adjourns, 
•xcept with the master's pat-mission. Some- 
times they are closeted till early dawn 


Tbe medicine man flr-,t occupies himself 


for about an hour in slowly making ten or 
twelve cigars, very thick and nine inches 
long, mixing with the tobacco a small 
quantity of pulverized incense, and wrap- 
ping it in very thin bark that they use in- 
stead of paper 
There are two bottles of 


firewater on band for the libations of "the 
spirits," and a small bellow globe made of 
wood with holes in it, inside are stones to 
rattle. This primitive kind of sistrnm i- 
secnred *o a bandle^nd tbe medicine man 
uses it to call tbe master of the 8pints, they 
say that he gave it to them for that purpose, 
as well as another instrument; made ol 
buzzard feathers. After various prepara 
tions the doctor diminishes the light as 
much as possible without extinguishing it, 
lights one ot the big olg are, concentrates his 
thoughts, and begins to smoke calmly. 
Prom time to time he introduces the lighted 
end of the cigar in his mouth, and absorbs 
• quantity of smoke, ha also takes one ol 
the instruments mentioned, and sounds it 
rapidly close to his CM*. 'With his mouth 
he fumigates his arms and bands in the 
form of a cross, until, compelled by the rep- 
etition of these operations he closes hu eyes 
and seems to be in a somnambulistic state. 


Half tottering, he rises and passes his 


hands several times over his forehead, then, 
with his arms uplifted, goes to the nearest 
wall, and strikes it bard with the palms of 
bis hands, and recedes a few steps, always 
Unsteady, relating the operation two or 
tore* times. At last, able to stand firm, be 
turns toward the company, and says, "Good 
evening." 
Els movements are free, his 


features. la-.euag>, way ol walking, all his 
actions, polite or rude, take the character of 
tbe individual supposed to possess bun. 
Those present naver address tha doctor by 
his name, but that of the ona eaidtocon- 
tf,* him, and by his manners and language 
Known to some among them 
They answer 


his greatoZS Wltn amiability, and try to 
please him by a.'.1 tb.9 means in their power, 
offering him rum or some good thing they 
have prepared for him, beg him to uing, and 
it he does, join in with ilim, and respond to 
the toasts he deigns to drink to so. ie of those 
present Afterward by invitation or volun- 
tarily, he attentively examines tbe patients, 
gently touching tho affected parts, and ask- 
ing questions concerning the malady. He 
fumigates tbe seat of the disease. mak«s 
passes over tbe individual with one of the 
small musical instruments, and lastly pro- 
•critxn. 
When be has finished tttending to patients 
be takes more Sre-waU • and says good-bye, 
then goes to the wal' as before, strikes it 
•with his open pain.-, and seems greatly 
exhausted. 
After 
a few minutes' rest 
be again approaches the wall as al- 
ready described, and soon is said to be un- 
der control of another, who, with very little 
difference, repeats what the first did; thus 
ona succeeds another throughout the night 
Some only attend to two or three patients, 
others to many and the master to the most 
serious cases. They sometimes approve the 
prescriptions of those who have preceded 
them, but. my present* other remedies; 
then the m.jter decides which shall be used. 
Tbe medicaments ordered are herbs, barks 
root* and, in a few cases, purgatives from 
the drugstore, to be used exactly as di- 
rected. When bleeding—in the arms or feet 
—is prescribed, the doctor undertakes to 
bleed them at once, or at the next meeting, 
or in the home of the patient, using a piece 
of glass tied to a small stick. 
Nearly all the medicine m»n and women 
work completely naked above tbe waist 
Some prepare for work in complete dark- 
ness, requesting those present to Hunt up tbe 
room as coon as they are influenced by tbe 
tint spirit Others keep the room in obscur- 
ity during the first part of the night and 
light tha other halt 
It is a remarkable fact that in Yucatan, 
also, the Indians hide themselves at night, 
and perform ceremonies similar to those 
that take place in Brazil

THE MOUTH-BREATHING HABIT. 


An Affection that Distorts the Features 


for Life and Causes Grave Diseases. 


[New York World ] 


While a reporter was in the office of a 


well-known physician of this city the latter 
r*Sed him if he had noticed a young man 


o bad just passed out 
The reporter 


answered that ha had because be thought 
be bad met the young man in Brooklyn a 
short time befora 


"That was probably another person suffer- 


ing from the same trouble," said the doctor 
"This is a cuuous affliction. It is more 
common than is supposed, occurs in infancy, 
at manhood and at middle age, and causes a 
great deal of suffering, yet it is a strange 
thing that people in general do not seem to 
pay any attention to this affection when oc- 
curring in their own families, in spit^of the 
manner la which it distorts the facW, until 
some actual disease sets in and medical aid 
is necessary 
Evan physicians do not seem 


to reflect that this trouble may cause any 
one of a large number of diseases affecting 
the system in general 


"Why," continued the doctor, "you can 


tell one of thtso msuth-breathars anywhere 
tbe moment you see him. From disoase of 
the no^e his lip; are retracted, his mouth is 
continually open, his gums recede and ,hk 
teeth protrude, particularly tho^a in the up- 
per Jaw, the flesh that forms the lower part 
of the nostrils is shrunken, the openings of 
the nostrils are diminished in size tbeiease 
wrinkles at the outer edges of the eyes and 
deep lines run from the nostrils to the angles 
of the aiouth 
Thesa all give the pers m 


either an expression of idocy, sillmeso or suf- 
fering. 


"But the principal thing I want to call 


your attention to," said the doctor, "is the 
necessity of parents and nurses watching 
children whan thoy fall asleep and prevent 


them from braithinj; with their mouths 


open 
In grown persons, disease of the 


nose or throat may lead to mouth -breathing 
idd the resulting distortion of tha features, 
out it is the other way with children. They 
should be taught to use the mouth for eat- 
ing and speaking only, and if they fall 
asleep with then mouths op3n the lips 
should be gently pressed together 
Thus 


many constitutional disease-., such as spinal 
trouble, pigeon breast and perhaps even 
rickets may be avoided, not to speak of 
affections of the nose and throat" 


It seems that medical men are not the only 


ones who have studied more or leas carefully 
bhe habit of mouth-breathing George Cat- 
un, the portrayer of American Indian life 
and customs, claimed in one of his works 
that it was a knowu fact that man can in- 
hale mephitic air through his nose for a car 
tain lime in the bottom of a well without 
barm, but if he opened his mouth to answer 
a question or call for help his lungs ara 
clo eJ and be expires Catlln says* 


' I have seen a poor Indian woman in the 


wilderness lowering her baby from her 
breast and pr«s-mg its lips together ns it 
falls asleep." .Among 2,000,000 people he 
found that deafness, dumbness, spinal curva- 
;ure, and deaths from teething and diseases 
>f the respirator passages were almost nn- 
raown. He attributes this exemption from 
,hese ailments so very common in civilized 
lie solely to the habit of breathing through 
the nose

for any day. 


Unless otherwise ordered by the Board, no hone 


is qualified to be entered in any District race that 
has not been owned »nd kept in the District six (6) 
months prior to tbe day of tho .-ace, tnd any entry 
by any person of any disqualflled horse shall be 
nUd liable for tbe entrance fee contracted, without 
any right to compete for a purse, and shall be held 
liable to penalties prescribed by the Nttlontl As- 
sociation tnd Bules of the State Agricultural So- 
ciety and expulsion from fie Association. 


If, in the opinion of the Judges, any race cannot 


be completed on the closing day of tbe Fair, it 
may be continued or declared off at tbe option of 
the Judges 


In all races noted above, five or more paid up 
entries required to nil tnd three or more horses to 
start, but tbe Board reserves the right to hold en- 
tries and start t race with a less number tnd de- 
duct t proportionate amount of the purse. 


Wnen less than the required number of starters 


appear they may contest for tbe entrance money, 
to be divided as follows

titled only to his own entrance fee tnd one-htlf of 
tho entrance received from the other entries for 
said puree, and t horse winning t rtce entitled to 
first money only, except when distancing the Held, 
then entitled to first and third moneys only. A 
horse wins but one money under any other cir- 
cumstances
